b. Noted that a publication called "Task Force" which is published by the 
"Public Defenders of the American Constitution", in its current issue lias an 
article by Huxley Blythe, an English neo-Fascist, which attacks CIA for treason. 
Copies of this publication have been mailed to a number of Senators and 
Congressmen, one or two of whom have made casual inquiries of CIA concerning 
the article. Mr. Kirkpatrick and Colonel Grogan both recommend that we ignore 
the article with replies of "No comment" to any inquiries which may cone in, 
with the exception of certain Congressional Inquiries to which we would make 
more extensive replies pointing out the unreliability of the author and hrs 
obvious Inaccuracies.
